Denmark and Britain. 


The Danes are a severely practical 
people. They understand where their 
interest lies, and leave no stone unturned 
in the pursuit. Denmark's reaction to 
the announcement of the British tariff 
duties has been swift and intense. On the 
24th September of this year an exhibition, 
exclusively devoted to the advertisement. 
of British goods, will be opened at Copen- 
hagen, under the joint patronage of the 
Prince of Wales and the Crown Prince of 
Denmark. This exhibition, though its 
details are controlled by the Federation of 
British Industries, owes its inception 
entirely to Danish enterprise. It is, in 
short, Denmark's answer to Britain's 
threat of tariff walls against a!) extra- 
imperial goods. It is, incidentally, an act 
of contrition. For many years past the 
Danes have prospered mightily at the 
expense of Great Britain. Their eggs, 
bacon and dairy produce, amounting in 
value to the sum of, roughly, fifty-four 
million pounds a year, have found a ready 
market within the British borders ; but in 
return they have taken annually only 
about one-fifth of that sum. Britain's!

The short title of this bill indicates its purpose. It is ‘* An Act 
to enact a Constitution for the Irish Free State, and for implement- 
ing the Treaty between Great Britain and Ireland, signed in London 
on the 6th December, 1921.°* It consists of three sections. 


The first sets out that the Constitution appearing in the schedule 
shall be the Constitution of the Irish Free State, while the third 
merely cites the title. Section 2, which it is proposed to remove 
absolutely, is the machinery clause, which also indicates how the 
Constitution is to be construed in its relation to the Treaty. | More- 
over, it is the instrument which gives the Articles of Agreement for 
a Treaty the force of law. “' The said Constitution shall be con- 
strued with reference to the Articles ofAgreement for a Treaty... . 
which are hereby given the force of law. -

This was the resolution adopted at a special 
meeting of the National Agricultural and 
Industrial Development Association which was 
held yesterday evening at ó St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin. The chairman of the Associa- 
tion, Mr. Thomas 0’ Donnell, presided. 

In moving the resolution, Mr. Walsh said 
that a great many people in this country and 
elsewhere had failed to recognise or had for- 
gotten the fact that during the past ten years 
they had been giving England a substantial 
preference for about one-third of her exports | 
to this State. At the present time those 
exports approximated at about £50,000,000, 
and on that basis the preferential treatment 
which her goods were receiving would cover 
an area of some £15,000,000 er £16,000,000. 
The effect of this preference to English goods 
in contrast to foreign goods was obvious. It 
was doubly obvious to those who had taken 
the trouble to follow the constant decline in 
the import of foreign goods as against Eng- 
lish, and that decline was entirely due to the 
preference of one-third accorded to English 
goods 

“In this respect,” continued Mr. Walsh, 
“I feel that the Irish people have a distinct 
grievance, their main exports being live-stock, 
butter, eggs and bacon. With the exception 
of a small preference recently accorded to 
Lutter they have never during the long term 
of ten years been accorded any prelerence 
whatever in the British market. I do not 
know what the Government has in view.

A DUPLICATE SERVICE. 


Counsel read an affidavit made by Mr. 
Robert Brennan, secretary and general 
manager of the /rish Press, Lid., who stated 
that these proceedings were instituted for 
the purpose of seeking relief against the re- 
spondent railway company in respect of 
refusal of reasonable facilities by the company 
and in respect of undue preference given by 
the company to the respondent newspaper 
companies. The /rish Press, Ltd., obtained 
from the Railway Tribunal an order enjoining 
the railway company until judgment, or 
further order to afford to the apphcants, at 
reasonable rates, facilities for the carriage of 
their newspapers equal to those enjoyed by 
the respondent newspaper companies for the 
carriage of their newspapers.

In order to supplement that statement, which 
gave the traffic carried for February as £620, 
it was proved at the hearing that for the 
month of March, 1931, the Jrish Press traffic 
bill for the special services was estimated 
at between £900 and £1,000. 

Proceeding, Mr. Brennan stated that, at 
the hearing, it was proved that Mr. Floyd, the 
traffic manager of the railway company, con- 
cluded the arrangement with the respondent 
newspaper companies with full knowledge that 
the provision for exclusive use thereim con- 
tained was specially directed against the 
Spplicants as competitors of the combined 
newspaper companies. He apprehended that 
any duplicate service that might be offered by 
the railway company to the applicants must 
be offered upon terms nearly as onerous as 
those offered in July, 1931, involving  pay-

ibitive by the applicants, and he submitted 
that amy such terms would, in view of the 
terms granted to the combined newspapers, 
be oppressive; the applicants would be 
required to pay for a very costly and 
admittedly unnecessary service at a rate which 
they would feel extremely onerous. 


No reason whatever. was put forward, at | 


the hearing, for excluding the applicants from 
the use of the special services, except the 
desire of the combined newspaper companies 
to place the applicants at a serious dis- 
advantage as trade rivals. The existing 
arrangement, whereby the applicants’ news- 
paper was carried on the existing daily news- 
paper train in its auxiliary services, had 
worked satisfactorily, and could, without any 
dificulty and without hardship to any of the 
parties concerned, be continued pending the 


appeal. 
SCOPE OF THE APPEAL. 


Counsel stated that Mr. Floyd had written 
a letter to Mr. Brennan, stating that the 
actual cost, with reasonable profit, for pro- 
viding a special service for the Jrish Press 
newspaper was estimated at. £23,627 per 
annum.

SUSPICION AROUSED. 

These are huge figures. True, they have 
not been supplied by the Minister in his pre- 
sentation of the case, and they are at varianre 
with his estimated figure of £415,000, bnt 
they are naturally deduced from the exhaus- 
tive information with regard to the agricul- 
tural industry left to us as a result of ex- 
aminations carried out by the last Govern- 
ment. 

“Our interest in this matter,” continued 
the speaker, “‘is not one of town interests 
versus country interests. Dublin will wish 
to see the matter argued as an important 
scheme should be argued, which affects the 
economic stability of the nation.

UST now we are all interested in butter— 
] the Irish producer from ohe standpoint 
and the Irish consumer from another. 
Some informative official figures about: the 
Free State butter industry are for that 
reason quite apposite, and may prove hel 
ful in puzzling out the merits and demerits 
of the proposed butter bounty scheme. 
Firstly, let us examine how our stock-in- 
trade, necessary for the maintenance of the 
butter industry, has fluctuated for some 
years past. ‘The live stock census taken 
annually shows that there were in the Free 
State on the lst June im each year given 
below :

In the year 1929 creamery butter consti- 
tuted 76 per cent. of the 566,177 .cwts. of 
Free State butter imported into Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. It will be noted 
that 1927 was the year which showed botb 
the maximum number of milch cows and in- 
calf heifers in the Free State, and also the 
maximum imports in the above table. 

Exports of foreign butter from Great 
Britain to the Irish Free State attained their 
maximum in 1925, reaching in that year a 
total of 77,695 cwts,, valued at £681,032. 
Curiously enough, that was the year for the 
second lowesi import total of I.F.S, butter 
during the period 1924-1931. During 1931 
thers were exported to the Free State only 
26,330 cw*ts of foreign butter, and for the 
first quarter of 1932 there was a decrease of 
8,629 cwts., in comparison aith the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1931. 


TOTAL PRODUCTION, 


Accepting the census of production figures, 
which, it is claimed, cover practically the 
whole of the creamery and factory butter in- 
dustries in the Fae State, we find that the 
total production of creamery butter in 1926 
reached 567.665 cwts., and of factory butter 
149,465. cwts In 1929 these totals in- 
creased to 709,702 cwts and 167,490 cwts., 
respectively. Of the former amount, 283,425 
cwis. were retained for home consumption. 
Official inyestigators have estimated that 
835,000 cwts. of were made on farms 
in 1929. Now, in order to srrive at an ap- 
proximate estimate of the home consumption 
of, butter, we will assume: that, “ factory ” 
butter is solely the product of the blendin 
of farmers’ butter, and we have then a to
